‘ —Extension of |’ 
the southern’ ‘alberta’ debt adjustment 
act to take‘in the northern and other 
parts ‘of ‘the province may ‘not be, nec- 
essary~as.a result of the signal im- 


provement: . in farming conditions 
throughout the province, according to 
an opinion expressed by Hon. J. F. 
Lymburn, attorney general: of the 
province of Alberta, when seen by a 
Herald reporter.on Thursday. 

Mr. Lymburn stated, howeve., that 
the matter of extension of the debt act 
was being carefully considered by all 
members of the government and the 
final decision would rest with the gov- 
ernment. 

In discussing the farming situation 
throughout the province, Mr. Lymburn 
‘id that a number of farmers in the 
north had actually expressed a desire 
to have the extra judicial seizure act 
wiped off the statutes altogether and 
this expression would tend to indicate 


‘that conditions were vastly improved. 


In reference to the. possibility of.Al- 
berta ‘following the lead of Saskatche- 
wan in the proposal to have-the- Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police take over 
the duties of the provincial police, Mr. 
Lymburn said that this matter was im 
the hands of. the premier, J. E. Brown- 
lee, and the premier was giving it con- 
siderable thought. He believed, how- 
ever, that the matter would be discuss- 
ed more fully by the government at a 
later date.

And they would 
not drink {t unless compollod, or unless 
it was sorved to them in some other 
form, Yet all wore agroed that thoy 
must have it if thoy wore to dovelop 
into normal, healthy children, 


“I wonder,”, queried Miss Barton, 
“how you are handling your milk after 
you recelvo it? You may find here tho 
explanation of your child's dislike of 
milk,” 

“We.have talked about the proper 
supply of milk, milk from tested cows, 
pastéurized milk, clean dairies, and the 
like, but there fs another phase of the 
trestlor-ofhandling mille that {t migh 
be very well for us to stop and con- 
sider a bit carefully, I refer to the way 
the housewife handles the milk after 
she receives it. Perhaps I can make the 
point clearer. by telling you a few of 
the things I have seen in high-grade 
homes. You all know that milk absorbs 
an odor, and a flavor of another sub- 
stance very readily, Yet I have seen a 
number of women who suspended the 
milk bucket (with it’s none-too-tight 
lid) in the cistern ‘to save {ce bills! Oft, 
times the bucket was old and a bit 
rusty besides.” 


“But I think there is another reason 
why the kiddies resent the taste of 
milk—and that is because of a foreign 
flavor it has absorbed most often im the 
ice box. Bottles that are unclean on 
the outside, without atoppers in them, 
are placed in the same compartment 
with a varied assortment of other 
foods—fresh fruits, sala‘ls, vegetables 
and the like. No wonder why they 
absorb a flavor that is offensive to the 
child. Many times this is the primary 
cause of a dislike for milk that lasts 
through life. And yet this careless 
handling of milk in the ice-box is al- 
most universal today among women 
who are otherwise intelligent and care- 
‘ful in guarding their family’s food 
‘supply.” 

“Milk is the natural food for a-child 
and if it is uncontaminated by any

AFFECTS ALBERTA SCHOOLS 
@¢ 


Pensioning of Alborta school toach- 
ers who havo taught for 40 years or 
have roached the age of 60 will bo 
provided in a bill to be submitted to 
the: next session. of the legislaturo; 
which opens on.Feb. 2, The proposed 
bill provides for .the deduction from 
teachers’, salaries of 2%. per cent 
monthly or quarterly, by the school 
boards by whoni they, are employed, 
and that a similar amount -be. con- 
tributed by the government, the whole 
+o form a fund to Yinance the pension 
‘scheme, 

Tenchers oominie under the act who 
retire from the profession -within 
threo years ‘of the scheme being in- 
augurated, would sacrifice thelr contri- 
bution, and after the act comes into 
force they would be obliged to. teach 
for five years or: sacrifice their pay- 
ments. 

‘If, however, after contributing to 
the fund for five years, a teacher 
wished to retire, then the amount pald 
in, ‘plus interest, -could be withdrawn. 
The amount of pension would be de- 
pendent upon the total paid in by 
‘the teacher, and the length of service 
rendered. 

The “confiscation” or forfeiture of 
payments referred to is justified by the 
sponsors of the bill om the ground 
that the state provides normal schools 
and other facilities to train teachers 
and suffers if those qualified cease 
teaching after a short period. On the 
other hand, the government’s contri- 
bution to the fund is justified on the 
ground that. the government already 
contributes to the civil service pension 
fund and that teachers are also serv- 
ants of the state. | , 

Considerable data has ‘been col- 
lected based on experiences of 
other provinces’ where similar acts 
have been put im operation. 

Educational’ experts have stated 
that a teacher ‘does not attain full 
efficiency until ‘after five yeats and 
statistics have shown that the 
average teaching life_in Alberta is 
less than this, It was with a. view 
to remedying this state by assuring 
teachers a comfortable old age, and 
also to make their tenure of office 
more secure, that the bill was Chae 
Bulletin. ~ Mae: :

NEWSPAPER LAWS - 


Excerpts from Newspaper Law, 
printed for the benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard- 
ing same: 

1. A-postmaster is required to give 
notice by letter (returning the paper 
does not answer the laws) if the sub- 
scriber does not take the paper out of 
‘the post office nad: state‘ the reason 
for its not being taken. Any neglect 
to do so. makes the postmaster, Te: 
sponsible to the publisher. for pay: 
ment. 

2. If any person orders his paper 
discontinued he must pay all arrears 
or the publisher may continue to send 
{t until payment is made and collect 
the whom amount whether the paper 
is taken from the office or not. There 
can be ro legal PASEO WHBNSNES until 
payment is made. 

3. Any person who takes a paper 
from the post office, whether directed 
to his name or another, cr whether 
he subscribes ‘or nok; is responsible for 
payment, va 

4. If a subscriber orders his paper 
stopped at a certain time and the pub- 
lisher continues to send it, the sub- 
‘scFiber is bound to pay for it if he 
takes it out of the post office. This 
follows the principle that a man must 
pay for what he uses.
